à Hoosiers of different ages, backgrounds and politi- 
cal perspectives took part in a record-setting exercise 
of democracy in 2020, one that concluded as the Elec- 
tion Day polls closed. 

They care about gun laws, immigration, health care 
and racial justice, and they see those concerns through 
a national lens and through matters closer to home. 
More than 1.8 million of them voted early by mail or in 
person, roughly double the number who did so in 2016. 

That massive early turnout also rippled across the 
country, which Tuesday night was still waiting for the 
results in a pitched contest for president featuring Re- 
publican incumbent Donald Trump and his Democrat- 
ic challenger, former Vice President Joe Biden. 

Votes in that race were still being counted into the 
evening, a point that doesn’t even account for the hun- 
dreds of lawsuits filed before polls even closed. 

Those legal actions were filed across dozens of 
states, many of which changed their normal proce- 
dures because of the coronavirus pandemic. 

So now, we wait.
